Staff  development  and  curriculum  planning  activities  by  our 
teachers  have  been  shared  with  the  faculty  at  Groveton  Elemen- 
tary School  and  the  union.  Workshops  and  curriculum  study  have 
been  a  shared  process.  The  Stark  School  Board  and  a  C.E.F.S. 
Committee  member,  Mr.  Pepau,  have  met  with  the  Groveton  long 
range  planning  committee  to  discuss  common  problems  and  to 
facilitate  planning  for  the  future. 

Children  have  been  receiving  special  services  in  speech  and 
learning  disabilities  from  our  Title  III  project.  This  program  will 
continue  as  a  union  activity  and  the  funding  responsibilities  by 
the  union  which  began  last  year  will  now  shift  almost  entirely  to 
local  responsibility.  We  will,  however,  receive  some  speech  assis- 
tance from  No.  Country  Education  Services  under  the  joint 
Title  III  project.  Instructional  materials  and  A-V  repair  service 
will  be  available  from  this  group. 

A  written  plan  has  been  formulated  to  meet  the  new  Minimum 
Standards  that  will  be  applied  to  all  public  elementary  schools  in 
New  Hampshire  effective  in  September,  1972. 

Decreased  state  funding  will  have  a  drastic  effect  on  our 
1972-73  school  budget  in  some  of  the  following  ways: 

(1)  Foundation  Aid  in  1970-71  was  $27,716.16  -  next  year 
we  will  receive  only  $15,753.71. 

(2)  Incentive  Aid  for  1971-72  was  only  approximately  half 
what  was  anticipated. 

(3)  Districts   must   now   pay  the  full  employer's  share  of 
F.I.C.A. 

To  compound  the  financial  problem  is  the  fact  that  the  num- 
ber of  tuition  students  next  year  will  increase  appreciably  over 
this  year.  There  will  be  two  seniors  graduating  and  nine  sixth 
graders  moving  into  the  seventh  grade.  There  will,  also,  be  four- 
teen eighth  graders  going  into  grade  nine. 

I  personally  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
school  board,  the  staff,  and  the  citizens  of  Stark  for  the  excel- 
lent cooperation  and  support  which  we  have  received  during  the 
year.
